Holocaust  Remembrance  Day,  which  will  be 
held  on  Thursday  evening,  April  7th  at  7:30  P.M. 
in  the  Main  Sanctuary. 

Rosensaft,  who  was  born  in  the  Displaced  Per¬ 
sons  Camp  of  Bergen-Belsen  in  1948,  has  lec¬ 
tured  and  written  widely  about  the  Holocaust, 
and  is  chairman  of  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult 
Jewish  Studies  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

This  year,  the  Holocaust  will  be  commemorated 
at  an  expanded  Minha-Maariv  service  specially 
created  by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln,  which  will 
be  led  by  Rabbi  Lincoln,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz,  Assistant  Rabbi  Elana  Zaiman,  and 
Assistant  Cantor  Judith  Naimark. 

The  remembrance  of  the  victims  of  the  Holo¬ 
caust  is  an  integral  element  of  contemporary 
Jewish  religious  and  national  identity.  For  we 
must  remember  not  only  how  six  million  Jews 
died,  but  how  they  lived.  As  Rabbi  Arthur 
Hertzberg  has  written,  “The  survivors  did  not 
dwell  on  death;  they  rebuilt  life.  This  was  the 
lesson  they  were  teaching:  a  people  must  remem¬ 
ber  but  it  cannot  live  on  by  making  a  cult  of  its 
woes.  The  faith  of  the  Jews  is  not  simply  remem¬ 
bering  the  Holocaust;  it  is  the  Jewish  religion, 
which — before  and  after  the  Nazis — reasserts  the 
verse  in  Psalms  [1 18:17],  ‘I  will  not  die,  for  I 
will  live.’  Those  who  remained  after  the  Holo¬ 
caust,  and  their  children  and  grandchildren,  must 
live  all  the  harder,  and  all  the  more  decently,  to 
carry  on  for  every  one  of  the  unfinished  lives.” 


On  Saturday  morning,  March  19th,  the  Main 
Sanctuary  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  be 
filled  with  the  glorious  music  of  our  annual  Clas¬ 
sical  Shabbat  Morning  Liturgical  Music  Service, 
marking  the  18th  successive  year  of  this  annual 
special  event.  Eighteen  in  Hebrew  spells  chai, 
which  means  life.  Indeed,  through  the  venue  of 
our  Classical  Music  Service,  we  have  resurrected 
and  truly  brought  back  to  life  the  music  of  Jewish 
worship  from  generations  of  European  Jewry  that 
had  been  silenced  and  forgotten. 

The  concept  to  revive  and  revitalize  the  beautiful 
music  from  the  large  European  synagogues  of 
the  19th  and  early  20th  centuries  was  inaugurat¬ 
ed  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  in  March  of 
1977.  Impressed  by  the  great  accomplishments 
of  our  congregation’s  Annual  Contemporary  Fri¬ 
day  Evening  Liturgical  Music  Service  formed  by 
his  predecessor,  Cantor  David  J.  Putterman  in 
1943  (we  just  celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of 
that  occasion  at  our  gala  concert  a  few  months 
ago),  Cantor  Lefkowitz  felt  we  needed  to  bring 
the  warm  sounds  and  spirit  of  a  forgotten  Euro¬ 
pean  Jewish  musical  heritage  to  our  congregants 
as  well.  With  the  encouragement  of  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich,  the  enthusiastic  support  of  Mr.  George 
M.  Shapiro,  the  musical  expertise  of  Mr.  Abra¬ 
ham  Kaplan,  and  the  added  collaboration  of 
Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln,  this  experiment  has 
flourished.  An  enormous  quantity  of  crumbling 
manuscripts  and  old  publications  have  been  edit¬ 
ed,  adapted,  or  rearranged  during  these  eighteen 


In  1951,  the  Knesset,  Israel’s  parliament,  for¬ 
mally  designated  the  27th  day  of  the  month  of 
Nisan  as  Yom  Ha-Shoah.  In  order  to  ensure  the 
continued  commemoration  of  this  cataclysmic 
event  in  Jewish  and  world  history,  it  is  essential 
that  this  national  day  of  mourning  and  remem¬ 
brance  be  integrated  into  the  Jewish  religious 
calendar  on  a  permanent  basis.  The  entire  con¬ 
gregation  is,  therefore,  urged  to  attend  and  par¬ 
ticipate.

Important  new  music  has  been  composed 
in  the  style  and  traditions  of  the  classical,  yet 
representing  the  creative  interpretation  of  today's 
moods  and  aspirations.  The  service  on  March 
19th  will  premiere  new  music  for  several  impor¬ 
tant  prayers  of  the  liturgy  composed  by  Cantor 
Jerome  B.  Kopmar.  Music  by  Cantor  Kopmar  is 
sung  often  in  our  synagogue  and  has  been  very 
warmly  received  by  congregants.  We,  therefore, 
look  forward  to  hearing  his  new  works,  together 
with  other  restored  material  that  will  be  sung  for 
the  first  time  that  morning.

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

We  tend  to  think  of  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom 
Kippur  as  our  annual  opportunity  to  cleanse  our 
souls.  At  that  time  of  year  we  engage  in  a  serious 
introspective  search.  We  scrutinize  our  faults  and 
begin  to  take  responsibility  for  all  the  wrongs  we 
have  committed  against  ourselves  and  others.  We 
even  have  a  special  custom  on  Rosh  Hashanah- 
called  Tashlich-when  we  symbolically  cast  away 
our  own  individual  sins  by  tossing  breadcrumbs 
into  a  body  of  water  and  watching  as  our  sins 
drift  away. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  it  is  not  only  on  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  that  we  engage  in 
this  cleansing  process,  but  on  Pesah  as  well.  In 
general,  we  tend  to  think  of  Pesah  as  a  physical 
cleaning  of  the  leaven  ( hametz )  from  our  homes. 
But,  this  cleansing  process  is  more  than  just 
physical.  It  is  also  spiritual.  In  Talmud  Brachot 
17a,  the  rabbis  believe  that  leaven  symbolizes 
the  evil  impulse  ( yetzer-hara )  in  human  beings. 
They,  therefore,  maintain  that  when  we  physical¬ 
ly  remove  the  leaven  from  our  homes,  we  are 
symbolically  removing  the  evil  impulse  from  our 
hearts  and  souls. 

On  the  13th  of  Nisan,  the  night  prior  to  Pesah, 
we  engage  in  yet  another  custom  involving 
breadcrumbs.  This  time,  instead  of  tossing  the 
breadcrumbs  into  a  body  of  water,  we  neatly 
place  10  breadcrumbs  around  our  home  (sym¬ 
bolic  of  all  the  hametz  in  our  possession)  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  removing  it  from  our  midst. 

In  the  Haggadah,  On  Wings  of  Freedom,  edited 
by  Rabbi  Richard  Levy,  the  following  suggestion 
'is  made:  "We  might  even  try  to  identify  each  of 
the  ten  pieces  with  one  of  the  abuses  of  our  yet¬ 
zer-hara  (evil  impulse)  of  which  we  have  been 
guilty  since  Yom  Kippur,  and  reflect  on  them 
during  the  night.  It  is  Spring,  after  all,  time  for  a 
new  start,  time  for  a  new  flowering  of  the  selves 
God  created  us  to  be.” 

On  the  following  morning  we  burn  our  hametz. 


Hopefully,  as  we  watch  our  hametz  burn  we  will 
be  motivated  to  work  towards  burning  away  the 
hametz  in  our  hearts  and  souls. 

Hag  Pesah  Kosher  V’sameah!

Passover  Dietary  Laws 

Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crackers,  cereal, 
coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt,  rye,  and  all 
liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from  grain  alcohol.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the  following  foods  to  the 
above  list:  rice,  com,  millet,  legumes  (beans,  peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans 
are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the 
use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  corn 
sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the 
use  of  all  of  the  above.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of 
these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  prior 
to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  coffee  (without  cereal 
additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural  spices,  fruit  juices  with  no 
additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen  (uncooked)  vegetables  (for 
legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in 
water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking 
soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  legumes 
above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzah,  cakes,  matzah  flour, 
farfel,  matzah  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzah),  wine,  vinegar, 
liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk,  ice  cream,  yogurt, 
and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  during 
Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  butter,  juices, 
vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish,  as  well  as  all 
foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid  detergents  do 
not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  following 
guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life  sustaining 
therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sustaining  therapy, 
some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln.  In 
all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable, 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are  used. 
According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by  the  same 
process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore,  utensils  used  in 
cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broiling  are  kashering  by 
fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food  are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine  translu¬ 
cent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be  used  if 
scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must  first  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as  possible.  Those 
used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed 
and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling  water.  Pots  have  water 
boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The  utensils  should  not  be  used 
for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between  the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in

boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils  cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range  should  be  heated 
as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil  setting,  use  it.  Self¬ 
cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  then  put  through  the 
self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the 
same  manner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave  ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the 
food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be  cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he 
placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears. 
A  microwave  oven  that  has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering  drinking 
utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days,  changing  the 
water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only  a  thorough 
scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24  hours,  a  full 


cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with  hametz  are 
removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if  metal,  follow 
the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  removable,  the  appliance 
cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should  he  thor¬ 
oughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough  cleaning,  and 
by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should  be  clean  and  a 
sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in  a  porcelain  sink,  a 
dish  basin  must  be  used. 

L.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots  and 
hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separated,  locked 
up  or  covered,  and  marked,  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.
